G-S.R. 43(E).—In exercl:>e of the powers conferred by sub-section (l) of 
section 3 of the All-India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), read with sub-rule (1) 
of rule 8 of the Indian Administrative Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1954, the 
Central Government, in consultation with the State Governments and the Union 
Public Service Commission, hereby makes the following regulations further to 
amend the Indian Administrative Service (Appointment by Promotion) Regula¬ 
tions, 1955, namely.— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Administrative Service 
(Appointment by Promotion) Amendment Regulations, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In sub-regulation (4) of regulation 7 of the Indian Administrative Service 
(Appointment by Promotion) Regulations, 1955, in the existing proviso, for the 
words "provided that’’, the words "provided further that”, shall be substituted 
and, before the existing proviso as so amended, the following proviso shall be 
Inserted, namely:—» 

“Provided that, in the event of any new Service or Services being formed 
by enlarging the existing State Civil Service or otherwise being 
approved by the Central Government as the state Civil Service under 
clause (j) of sub-regulation (1) of regulation 2, the Select List in force 
at the time of such approval shall continue to be in force until a new 
list prepared under regulation 5 in respect of the members of the new 
State Civil Service, is approved under sub-regulation (1), or, as the 
case may be, finally approved under sub-regulation (2):’’.
